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The year 1945, which is dealt with 
in the present Report, was a memor- 
able one in the history of the Society, 
for it was marked by the termination 
of the second Great War experienced 
during its existence and the removal 
of the black-out, which had proved 
such a great privation throughout the 
war-years. A fitting reference to this 
great event, expressing the gratitude 
of members for the victorious con- 
clusion of hostilities in Europe, was 
made by the President (Mr. E. 
Stroud) at the annual general meet- 
ing on May 15, 1945. The termination 
of the war in the Far East followed. 
The nation has since bent its efforts 
on the restoration of normal condi- 
tions, though recovery has not been 
as rapid as had been hoped, and this 
has, in a measure, hampered the plans 
for post-war activities which the 
Council had in view. 

The Society, nevertheless, has con- 
tinued to make good progress, both 
asregards growth in membership and 
increased activities. 


Election of Officers and Council

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Meetings During the Past Year 


The number of meetings held during 
1945 exceeded 120, again greater than 
in any previous year, largely owing 
to the development of new Centres 
and Groups all embarking on pro- 
grammes of their own. 


The nine sessional meetings held in 
London were devoted to a consider- 
able variety of topics. On January 9 
a lecture, on “The Poetry of Light,” 
illustrated by demonstrations, was 
given by Mr. R. Gillespie Williams. 
On February 13, Dr. C. C. Paterson in- 
troduced a discussion on “ The Light- 
ing of Buildings,” dealing with the 
contents of the D.S.LR. Report on this 
subject {Post-War Building Studies, 
No. 12). In the same month (Febru- 
ary 27) a paper entitled “The Rela- 
tionship between Interior Design in 
Building and Artificial Illumination ” 
was read by Dr. J. W. T. Walsh before 
ajoint meeting of the Society and the 
Royal Institute of British Architects. 


On March 21 another joint meeting 

was held, with the Royal Meteoro- 
logical Society, when Mr. J. M. Wald- 
ram read a paper embodying a con- 
siderable amount of valuable original 
research carried out during the war 
and entitled “Measurement of the 
Photometric Properties of the Upper 
Atmosphere.” A paper on “Circuits 
for Discharge Lamps,” by Mr. R. Max- 
ted and Mr. J. N. Hull was read on 
April 18, and the final item of the 
Session, following the annual general 
meeting, was an address by Dr. 
W. R. G. Atkins on “ Daylight 
ad its Penetration into the Sea.” 
On this occasion the practice re- 
ently adopted of inviting a dis- 
course on a topic outside the beaten 
tack of illuminating  engineer- 
ig was again successfully followed 
and the address was heard with great 
interest by those present. 


The subjects for the three autumn 
meetings were necessarily rearranged 
owing to the unforeseen departure of 
Dr. Aldington on a special mission 





abroad. After the incoming President 
(Mr. H. C. Weston) had delivered his 
Presidential Address on October 9, 
taking as his subject “Lighting and 
Health,” he again addressed the 
Society on November 13, when he 
introduced the new IES. Code. 
The final meeting, on December 11, 
was devoted to Dr. Aldington’s 
paper on “Bright Light Sources.” 
This formed a sequel to his pre- 
vious paper before the Society 
(read on November 14, 1944) 
and embodied records of much 
original work on discharge lamps of 


high brightness, now made public for 
the first time. 


In addition to the papers mentioned 
above publication has been given to 
one written contribution, the review 
of the Testing of Night Vision, by 
Mr. E. W. Godding. 


The various Centres and Groups 
have been, in the main, eminently 
successful in maintaining their pro- 
grammes and in several cases have 
arranged special social events, which 
received the patronage of local 
authorities. A notable instance was 
the Civic Luncheon, arranged by the 
Liverpool Centre to commemorate its 
foundation, on October 30. The Centre 
was honoured by the presence of the 
Lord Mayor of Liverpool (the Rt. 
Hon. the Earl of Sefton), and an in- 
teresting address was delivered by the 
City Electrical Engineer (Mr. J. 
Eccles). The President (Mr. H. C. 
Weston), the Senior Vice-President 
(Mr. Howard Long), and the Secretary 
(Mr. R. Pye) accepted invitations to 
attend. 

Acknowledgement should be made 
of the courtesy of the Illuminating 
Engineering Society (U.S.A.) who pre- 
sented a copy of the film “ Let Us See ” 
prepared by them to illustrate the 
benefits of good industrial lighting. 
This was exhibited to members prior 
to the meeting in London of the 
Areas Joint Committee on October 10, 
and was subsequently shown at a 
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number of meetings of Centres and 
Groups. 

On a number of occasions authors 
of papers originally read in London 
have repeated the delivery of them at 
Centre Meetings. It is hoped that in 
the future fuller use of such facilities 
may be made, and that earlier inform- 
ation may be given to Centres of forth- 
coming events in London. The diffi- 
culty in arranging such programmes 
well beforehand, and in _ securing 
copies of papers in good time before 
delivery, is a familiar one that was 
naturally accentuated by war-time 
conditions. This problem is now 
being studied by the Papers Commit- 
tee and it is hoped to bring about a 
substantial improvement in the near 
future. In the meantime gratitude is 
due to those members who have made 
a practice of visiting Centres under 
the present difficult conditions of 
travel and particularly to the Pre- 
sidents successively in office during 
the past year (Mr. E. Stroud and Mr. 
H. C. Weston), and the present Senior 
Vice-President, Mr. Howard Long, 
who have been exceedingly con- 
scientious in this respect. 

The attention of members may be 
drawn to the “Recommendations to 
Authors of Papers,” published in the 
“Transactions” (September, 1945, 
p. 194) and subsequently reprinted in 
pamphlet form. Observance of these 
hints, especially in regard to illustra- 
tions, would do much to lighten 
editorial duties, and restriction of the 
length of papers within the limits 
suggested would prove most helpful 
in view of the shortage of paper, to 
which allusion is made below. 


The Leon Gaster Memorial Premium 

The Council awarded the Leon 
Gaster Memorial Premium, offered 
for the best paper contributed dur- 
ing the session, to Mr. J. M. Waldram 
for his paper entitled ‘““ Measurement 
of the Photometric Properties of the 
Upper Atmosphere,” read at the joint 
meeting of the Society and the Royal 


Meteorological Society on March 21, 
1945. No applications for the Silver 
Jubilee Commemoration Award were 
received, and the attention of the 
younger members of the Society, for 
whose benefit this annual award was 
specially instituted, is again drawn 
thereto. 


Publications 


The limitations imposed by the 
paper restrictions, which have been 
the subject of mention in previous 
Rtports of the Council, have again 
proved exceedingly burdensome, 
especially in view of the progressive 
increase in membership and the in- 
creasing amount of matter deserving 
of publication. The adoption, with 
regret, of the method of issuing copies 
of the “Transactions” only to those 
members who make a specific appli- 
cation for them has helped to ease the 
situation, but this is evidently only a 
partial solution. It is hoped during 
the forthcoming year (1946) to apply 
this limitation only to papers of ex- 
ceptional length and to send regular 
issues of relatively small bulk to all 
members without exception. 


Similar conditions have applied to 
“Light and Lighting,” in which case, 
however, only a relatively small cur- 
tailment of circulation was found 
necessary. Owing to a slight relaxa- 
tion in the restrictions recently 
announced, and by the aid of certain 
economies made in regard to the 
bulk of paper adopted, it is hoped to 
abandon this limitation and to send 
the journal to all members from 
January, 1946, onwards. 


The paper restrictions, however, 
will, until relaxed, continue to limit 
severely the volume of matter pub- 
lished and the size of both publica- 
tions. In the meantime the Papers 
Committee has been asked to review 
future possibilities, more especially 
in regard to the size and scope of the 
“Transactions,” and the best method 
of giving publicity to papers read be- 
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fore Centres and Groups. In this 
respect the aid of “Light and Light- 
ing” has proved of great value, but it 
is fully recognised that a more com- 
plete and satisfactory solution must 
be sought in the future. 

It has long been apparent that the 
editing of the Society’s “Trans- 
actions” and other publications is a 
task in itself which can receive only 
limited attention from the Hon. Sec 
cretary and his staff, who have many 
other duties, and the possibility of 
appointing an Honorary Editor is 
already under consideration. 


Lighting Reconstruction Pamphlets 


An addition has been made to the 
sries of five Lighting Reconstruc- 
tion Pamphlets mentioned in our last 
Report. The sixth pamphlet, ‘en- 
tiled “Making Work Lighter,” dealt 
on broad lines with industrial light- 
ing problems. Its contents were en- 
livened by some delightful sketches 
generously contributed by Mr. Ken- 
neth Bird (‘“ Fougasse”), who also 
prepared a three-colour cover. The 
opportunity is taken to express appre- 
ciation of his timely and efficient aid, 
and also of the valuable services of 
Mr. H. E. Hesketh, whose supervision 
of the type and lay-out of this series 
of Lighting Reconstruction Pamph- 
lets did so much towards making their 
appearance a credit to the Society. 

The stock of this pamphlet (5,000 
printed) is completely exhausted. 
All the others have been reprinted. 
Limited supplies of most of them are 
sill available.

The number is somewhat greater 
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than that recorded for 1944 (255), 
which, again, was of the same order as 
the figures reported for the two 
previous years. For the last four 
years, therefore, the annual increase 
has remained substantially constant, 
but there is naturally a difference in 
the areas in which the main additions 
have occurred—a familiar feature 
being the advances in regions where 
new Centres or Groups have been 
formed, e.g., Edinburgh, Liverpool, 
and Gloucester and Cheltenham, 
though other old established Centres 
such as Birmingham and Manchester 
have also done well. Applications 
have been almost completely con- 
fined to Corporate Membership. It 
is gratifying to note that 18 additional 
sustaining members’ have _ been 
secured. 


The Council records with regret 
the loss of a number of leading 
members of the Society, including 
some of very long standing, namely, 
Mr. E. J. Davidson, Mr. J. Y. Fletcher, 
Mr. E. J. Ireland, Mr. F. C. Raphael, 
and Sir Duncan Wilson. Mention 
should also be made of the loss, on 
Active Service, of one of the most 
promising of the younger members, 
Mr. R. G. Beuttell. 


A summary of total membership, 
similar to that initiated for the first 
time in the Report for 1944, is 
appended. This list still contains a 
proportion of members who have 
joined the Forces or with whom con- 
tact has been temporarily lost, but the 
number is diminishing and will, it is 
hoped, be still further reduced as 
members return to civil life and full 
communications are restored with 
other countries. 


An innovation, introduced at the 
commencement of the year, has been 
the issue of Membership Cards, which 
serve both as a record of membership 
and as an indication of the payment 
of subscription, in a manner some- 
what resembling’ that habitually 
adopted by the American I.E.S. and 
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by some societies and organisations 
in this country. . 


Fellowship 

The names of five members elected 
to Fellowship have been announced 
in the “ Transactions” of the Society 
during 1945. On the other hand four 
Fellows have passed away and there 
has been one resignation so that the 
total recorded on December 31, 1944, 
remains at 132. 

The Council takes this opportunity 
of thanking those members who have 
served on the Board of Fellows for 
the very careful and conscientious 
manner in which they have dis- 
charged their difficult duties. 


Education in Illuminating 
Engineering 
The Council has continued to 
devote attention to the question of 
the future education of students and 
others wishing to make a career of 


illuminating engineering. Conditions 
during the year.have been unfavour. 
able to the initiation of courses at 
colleges, owing to the absence of such 
a large proportion of possible 
students with the Forces and the 
periodical calling up of others fo; 
service. In addition educational in. 
stitutions have as yet only partially 
restored facilities greatly impaired 
by war conditions. 

Nevertheless efforts have been 
made to initiate evening courses of 
preparation for the examinations in 
illuminating engineering conducted 
by the City and Guilds of London In. 
stitute. In London these efforts have 
met with small success owing to the 
small response following the ap- 
nouncement of such courses, but in 
Glasgow, under the supervision of 
Mr. F. M. Hale, a course has been 
conducted at the Stow College of 
Engineering and has met with 
success. It is reported that about 30

students, of ages varying from 18 to 
56, were enrolled initially. 
Recognising the importance of in- 
teresting the authorities in‘ illumin- 
ating engineering as a suitable sub- 
ject for post-war training of those 
about to return from the Forces to 
civil life the Council has also made 
an approach on this subject to the 
Ministry of Labour. Its_ efforts 
have been sympathetically received. 
It is hoped to obtain recognition of 
this subject as a suitable one to be 
included in official schemes of train- 
ing, and to enable full day courses to 
be initiated at various centres. Here 
again, however, patience is necessary, 
the position being a very difficult one 
at the present time owing to the 
extreme shortage of staff from which 
most firms in the lighting industry 
are suffering. 
Special efforts 


were made to 


awaken interest in the educational

efforts summarised above. A special 


notice was issued in “Light and 
Lighting” inviting response from 
LE.S. members, and __ sustaining 


members and kindred bodies were 
separately approached. The response 
was not great, but it is hoped that 
these efforts will bear good fruit in 
the near future when conditions be- 
come more favourable. 

Educational measures such as those 
discussed above are intended to be 
linked with the proposed standard 
course of training for I.E.S. members 
engaged in the practice of illumin- 
ating engineering, as a preliminary 
to the granting of some form of 
“ihall-mark” of proficiency. This 
development has been receiving con- 
tinuous attention from the Committee 
concerned with “Status and Educa- 
tion,” whose proposals to the Council 
have been carefully considered. The 
suggestion that qualified candidates 
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should be allowed to adopt and 
utilise the description ‘“ Registered 
Lighting Engineer (I1ES.)” is 
viewed with favour, but the legal 
position requires careful scrutiny, 
and the possibility that the Mem- 
orandum and Articles of the Society 
may require modification has also to 
be considered. 


Other Educational Efforts 

Although, as indicated above, the 
initiation of formal courses of train- 
ing in illuminating engineering pre- 
sents. difficulty, at the present 
moment there is ample evidence of a 
demand for occasional lectures on the 
subject, if suitably illustrated and 
rendered in an attractive manner. 

An example is afforded by the 
series of weekly lectures on various 
aspects of industrial lighting organ- 
ised at the Leeds College of Tech- 
nology and delivered mainly by 
various I.E.S. members. Audiences 
of the order of 70 were secured and 
a good attendance was maintained 
throughout. It is also encouraging to 
learn that the series of lectures on 
illumination initiated, prior to the 
war, at the London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine is to be 
resumed. The course is intended for 
medical officers and others interested 
in the hygienic aspects of lighting; 
a revised syllabus, in the framing of 
which a special committee appointed 
by the Society participated, has been 
prepared. 

The Christmas lectures for children 
in elementary and secondary schools, 
previously given in London and at 
various I.E.S. Centres, have been 
repeated with success. It is intended 
to prepare a standard version of the 
lecture with information in regard 
to illustrations and apparatus, for the 
benefit of future I.E.S. lecturers and 
others interested. 

One development of interest 
reported from the North-Eastern Area 
is the giving of such lectures in 
school class-rooms during term time 
as an alternative to special lectures 


in outside halls during the vacation, 
This method, whilst naturally cater. 
ing for somewhat smaller audiences, 
has evident advantages, especially if 
it leads ultimately to such lectures 
being undertaken, on a larger scale, 
by teachers in schools. 

The essay competition for pupils at 
local schools has again been arranged 
by the Birmingham Centre and prizes 
for the best efforts awarded. 

For some time there has been a 
recognition of the need for a suitable 
Textbook on Illumination, such as 
would serve for preparation for the 
City and Guilds Examination in 
Illuminating Engineering, and gener- 
ally for students commencing their 
study of this subject. Members will 
be glad to learn that a textbook of 
this nature, by Dr. J. W. T. Walsh, is 
in preparation and will, it is hoped, 
be published in the near future. 


The New LE.S. Code 


As recorded above, a new version 
of the I.E.S. Code has been issued and 
was presented to members, amongst 
whom it had been previously cir- 
culated, on November 13, 1945. 

The scope of the Code has been ex- 
tended by the inclusion of recom- 
mendations relating to avoidance of 
glare and other factors affecting 
“ suitability ” of lighting, and data in 
regard to natural lighting and day- 
light factors. In addition, the group- 
ing of processes in terms of the 
requisite values of illumination (now 
specified in lumens per square foot 
instead of foot-candles) has been 
rearranged on a more logical basis, 
which is illustrated by explanatory 
diagrams showing the nature of the 
scientific background to which these 
values are related. 

The Council desires to put on 
record its appreciation of the very 
valuable work done by the Committee 
responsible, and especially of the per- 
sonal efforts of its Chairman (Mr. 
H. C. Weston), from whose researches 
the data making possible the com- 
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pilation of the Code in its new form 
are partly derived. 


Codes of Practice 

The Report of the DS.L.R. Com- 
mittee, operating under the aegis of 
the Ministry of Works, on the lighting 
of post-war buildings has now been 
issued and constitutes a valuable 
record of work which has attracted 
widespread attention. The thanks of 
the Society are due to the Chairman 
of this Committee, Dr. C. C. Paterson, 
and to the other members of the 
Society serving thereon who have 
taken a leading part in its work, be- 
sides acting on sub-committees con- 
cerned with natural and artificial 
lighting. 

Members of the Society have also 
been assisting the deliberations of 
the Codes of Practice Committee 
formed by the Ministry of Works, 
whose “Interim Code of Functional 
Requirements for Dwellings and 
Schools ” (Chapter VIIA) was issued 
in 1944. 

During the past year the Society 
has again been represented by Dr. 
J. W. T. Walsh on the Parliamentary 
and Scientific Committee, whose 
chief function it is to safeguard the 
interests of science in connection 
with public affairs. This Committee, 
which receives the support of many 
societies of high standing, has already 
attained a position of considerable 
influence. 

An encouraging sign for the future 
has been the renewal of activities by 
the National Illumination Committee. 
At the annual meeting held on March 
lj reports of useful work taken up by 
various committees were presented. 
Dr. J. W. T. Walsh was elected 
Chairman in succession to the Earl of 
Mount Edgcumbe, to whose valu- 
able services over many years a 
cordial tribute was paid. A memo- 
randum issued by the Air Ministry 
and the Ministry of Civil Aviation on 
“Extraneous Lighting in the Vicinity 
of Airfields, Aerial Beacons, and 
other Light Beacons” contained a re- 


quest’ that the Memorandum be 
brought to the notice of members of 
the Association of Public Lighting 
Engineers and the Illuminating 
Engineering Society. The Memoran- 
dum was published in full in “ Light 
and Lighting.” 


Improvement of Existing 
Administrative Machinery 
In previous reports attention has 
been repeatedly drawn to the need for 
the revision and extension of the pre- 
sent administrative machinery at 


headquarters. 
During the past year the new 
arrangement whereby the Society 


makes itself entirely responsible for 
rent, clerical assistance and all other 
routine expenditure has been in 
operation and the tenancy of the 
offices at 32, Victoria-street have been 
transferred to the Society. 

Following the consideration of 
applications for the post of Secretary 
the Council appointed Mr. Raymond 
Pye, who had previously acted as 
honorary secretary of the Leeds 
Centre, to this position. Mr. Pye 
entered upon his duties on July 1, 
1945, and has already initiated certain 
improvements in office routine, 
notably in connection with the pre- 
paration of a complete card index of 
membership, the use of addressograph 
methods, which should ultimately re- 
sult in a considerable improvement 
in the speed and accuracy of dispatch- 
ing, and the simplification of pro- 
cedure in dealing with subscriptions 
—now a somewhat formidable task in 
view of the great increase in member- 
ship. 

In present circumstances, however, 
it is difficult to make any substantial 
improvement in two important re- 
spects, accommodation and staff. In 
both respects the position is little 
different from that prevailing 25 years 
ago, when the membership had 
reached only a fraction of the present 
figure and the activities of the Society

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were on a much smaller scale. _ Al- 
though better accommodation is much 
to be desired the Society is possibly 
fortunate, at the present moment, in 
having the use of the existing offices. 
An increase in staff is, however, a 
vital necessity in order that routine 
procedure may be efficiently con- 
ducted and new developments enter- 
tained. Until the removal of restric- 
tions renders this feasible the for- 
bearance of members is requested. 


Financial Position 


In the accounts accompanying this 
report the effect of increasing mem- 
bership is again apparent. The re- 
venue has been greatly enhanced by 
the introduction of the new rates of 
subscription. As a result there has 
been an increase in subscription from 
£3,224 to £4,595. On the other hand, 
there has been a corresponding in- 
crease in expenditure, chiefly in 
directions recorded in_ previous 
Reports. 

The new arrangement, whereby the 
Society takes responsibility for all 
administration expenditure at 32, 
Victoria-street, involves some modifi- 
cation in the form of the accounts. 
The complete items in respect of 
salaries, rent, lighting and heating, 
etc., are now charged to the Society. 
Attention may be drawn to the con- 
tribution (£500) per annum paid by 
“Light and Lighting” for the use of 
office facilities, which very nearly 
covers the usual allocation to the 
Illuminating Engineering Publishing 
Co., Ltd. During the past year an 
additional £1,000 has been invested in 
Savings Bonds. 

It must again be emphasised that 
the results are more favourable than 
could be expected in normal years. 
Many items of expenditure which the 
Society would gladly sanction are still 
prevented by restrictions imposed 
during the war period and even now 
maintained or only slightly relaxed. 
This applies particularly to expedi- 
ture on offices and staff, which is the 


subject of reference above, and to such 
items as the extension and develop. 
ment of the Transactions. 

It is felt, therefore, that advantage 
should be taken of these temporary 
financial conditions and the sum of 
£500 has again been set aside as a 
reserve against future administration 
and office expenditure. 


Future Developments 


The expectation, voiced in the 
Council’s Report for the previous 
year, that 1945 might well prove to be 
an important one in the history of 
the Society has certainly been ful- 
filled. The return of peace brings 
with it great possibilities—not only 
the taking up of old threads ten- 
porarily severed by the war but the 
initiation of new developments for 
the future. If, as must be admitted, 
the recovery to more normal condi- 
tions has so far been less rapid than 
some had hoped and the realisation 
of post-war aims and objects has 
been hindered, we may feel con- 
fident that this realisation is only 
deferred. 

In the meantime members _§are 
asked to continue their individual 
help in building up normal activities. 
The programme for the coming 
session is now being prepared. Offers 
of papers, particularly those sum- 
marising the results of original work, 
or suggestions in regard to subjects 
for discussion, will be very welcome. 


The 1.E.S. Convention 


During the latter portion of the 
past year plans for the I.E.S. Conven- 
tion, to be held during May 1416, 
1946, were already maturing and 
more detailed information was being 
prepared for circulation to members 
early in 1946. Early in the proceed 
ings a place will be found in the pro- 
gramme for the Annual General 
Meeting, customarily held in May, at 
which this Report will be presented. 

It is hoped that the Convention will 
afford an opportunity not only for 
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the presentation of much interesting 
information in the form of papers 
and demonstrations, but also for 
members from all parts of the 
country to meet together. All mem- 
bers are asked to do their best to 
rnder this gathering a_ signal 
success. 

In conclusion, the Council desires 
once more to thank all those members 
who, as officers, as members of com- 
mittee, as authors of papers, and in 
many other ways, have devoted much 
time and effort to the Society’s 
welfare. 

Whilst it has been thought neces- 


sary to emphasise the vital necessity 
of strengthening the permanent staff 
at headquarters, it is fully realised 
that without the large measure of 
voluntary effort which the Society 
receives it would be quite impossible 
to maintain adequately the Society’s 
present activities, and still less to 
carry through the greatly augmented 
programme which the Council has in 
mind for the future.

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CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE TRANSACTIONS 


Statement by I.E.S. Papers Committee 


The membership of the Society is greatly increasing, and the Council j 
concerned that those who join it should find in its meetings and Transactions 
authoritative and worthwhile matter. The Society is alive to its responsibility 
to its members, and a great part of that responsibility lies in the papers read 
and the material published in the Transactions. 

At the meetings of the Illuminating Engineering Society a few hundred 
of its members gather monthly. The Transactions of the Society in general 
reach not only I.E.S. members (approaching 2,000) but many libraries at home 
and abroad, they have a wide circulation, and are the most authoritative publi- 
cation on lighting in this country. They constitute our principal output. 

Since the Transactions are a vitally important feature of the Society's 
activity, the Papers Committee, which is charged with the duty of arranging 
the programme and passing the matter published, is concerned that they 
should be of the highest merit, properly representative and worthy of the place 
which the Society seeks to occupy. At present the issue of the Transactions 
is still limited by paper restrictions; the preparation of matter is affected by 
the changeover from war-time activities and the restrictions upon certain 
forms of lighting. But we have to look ahead, to secure appropriate matter 
for future meetings and issues. 

An analysis of the subjects of papers printed in the Transactions during 
the past nine years shows that, although some subjects have been fully 
covered, many important matters have not been the subject of any paper 
during the past nine years, or only of papers dealing with a restricted aspect 
of the matter. The list attached gives an indication of these gaps. 

The Papers Committee will welcome offers of papers for presentation at 
a meeting of the Society, or of written contributions for publication in the 
Transactions, from any of its members. It is not only papers recording original 
research or development that are of interest; critical reviews of progress in 
some branch of lighting or seeing are very valuable. 

Contributions fall into two classes, according to which of two functions 
they fulfil. Papers presented at a meeting need to be selected for breadth of 
appeal and points likely to lead to a lively discussion, for meetings of the 
Society are very largely functions at which members meet one another and 
meet authors personally. Other contributions of equal value, on less debatable 
and more specialised subjects, may more suitably be published without presen- 
tation at a meeting. This ig the usual practice in other Societies; the category 
of any contribution is decided by its matter, not by its merit. 

The Committee is anxious, however, that the quality of both kinds of 
contribution shall be kept as high as possible, and it feels it its duty to 
select matter which it recommends for acceptance. At present paper Ie 
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CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE TRANSACTIONS 


srictions impose some selection, or at least deferment; but even when the 
restrictions are removed members will appreciate the reasons for carefully 
viewing all contributions and for recommending them for presentation at 
ameeting or for printing in the Transactions as may be thought best. 

It is the right of any member to submit a paper, and the Committee would 
like to encourage members to submit more papers for consideration. It 
hopes that a wise use of its powers of selection may, by introducing an element 
of competition, maintain, and even improve, the standard of the Society’s 
meetings and publications. 

It is noted that many of the matters listed as not having appeared in the 
Transactions recently have been the subject of discussions at Centres and 
Groups. The Committee relies upon members and local Secretaries to keep 
itinformed of any paper or work of outstanding merit by members which 
might be suitable for reading in London or for inclusion in the Transactions. 
It would also like to have the opportunity to see all papers submitted in 
writing to Centres and Groups. This applies especially to papers on lighting 
problems, particularly those concerned with industries, which are often 
localised. Many members in the provinces are in the position to produce contri- 
butions of interest beyond their immediate Centre. 

Members are also reminded that the Papers Committee has prepared notes 
for their guidance, which appeared in the Transactions (September, 1945, 
p 194), copies of which can be obtained from the LE.S. Offices.
